Manager gets raise, retirement bonus

Selectmen unanimously granted Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski a 5.8-percent 
pay increase, bumping his $116,230 salary 


to $123,000. 


As part of a five-year contract that begins 
July 1, selectmen Monday night also 
approved $4,000 a year in deferred com- 
pensation, a new benefit that Stapczynski 
will collect in the form of a bonus upon his

retirement. 


The raise is the first for the manager in 
two years. Selectmen froze Stapezynski's 
salary two years ago to send a message to 
other town employees that there was no 
money for raises across the board. Last 
night, they said they hope the raise this year 
will make up for the freeze. 

Selectmen say Stapczynski’s raise is 
also a reward for his performance and 


longevity. 

Stapezynski, 57, will begin his 1 Sth year 
as manager this summer, and is Andover’s 
longest-serving town manager. 

His salary is modest for the job, select- 
men said. 

“He’s the CEO of the community,” 
Selectman Brian Major said. “The CEO of a 
company with a $120 million operating

Meehan calls on seniors to fight Bush plan

Calling Social Security “the 
most effective government pro- 
gram in the history of our coun- 
try,” Congressman Marty Mee- 
han (D-Lowell) lobbied local 
seniors on Monday to fight Pres- 
ident George Bush’s plan to pri- 
vatize Social Security. Bush's 
proposal, still in the discussion 
stage, would allow people to 
divert funds out of the Social 
Security trust fund and into per- 
sonal investment accounts, with 
the expectation they can build a 
larger nest egg for retirement. 

While some residents in the 
packed cafeteria at the Andover 
Senior Center said they were

Evelyn Retelle of Andover families. According to Retelle, 
has five grown children, four of most have grade-school children 
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and she worries they might have 
difficulty saving for retirement 
as taxes continue to increase. 
“At least they have Social Secu- 
rity,” she said. 

Meehan’s core opposition to 
the president’s plan is concern 
that placing retirement benefits 
in the stock market could threat- 
en the entire Social Security sys- 
tem. The recent demise of Enron 
and Worldcom, along with an 
unpredictable economy, prove 
that pension plans and 401k pro- 
grams are hardly secure, he said. 

But at least one woman in the 
audience was intrigued by the 
president's private account idea. 
She told Meehan that although 
she has been paying into Social 
Security since her sophomore 
year in high school, the IRA she 
opened just 18 years ago has a 
higher principal balance than 
her Social Security account. 

Meehan said he supports tax- 
payer investment incentives, but 
they “should complement the 
Social Security program, not 
take it away.” 

Calling it an “insurance pro- 
gram, not an investment pro- 
gram,” Meehan wants Social 
Security to stay true to its 
intended purpose as signed into 
law by Franklin Delano Roo- 
sevelt in 1935. The program was 
designed to support each gener- 
ation’s retirement through con- 
tributions by working genera- 
tions, he said. 

“The problem with privatiza- 
tion is that it takes away from 
the Social Security trust fund,” 
said Meehan. 

Concermed about rising con- 
sumer debt, he said he wants to 
maintain the governmental safe- 
ty net for those who are without 
the means to support themselves 
after the loss of a relative, a dis- 
abling injury or retirement. 

Today, said Meehan, two-

Let the seniors proceed with 
building a senior center and if 
over the next five to 10 years 
the town decides it still needs a 
community center, the town can 
take over the building and con- 
Vert it into a community center 

That's the idea Dorothy 
Bresnahan proposed to select- 
men on Monday. 

“The community center 
doesn’t seem as popular as we 
were led to believe. They don’t 
have a spot for it, no firm defi- 
nite plan,” said Bresnahan. 

She made it clear that her 
plea was as a private citizen and 
not part of her role as a member 
of the Andover Council on 
Aging or as a member of the 
Senior Center Task Force. 

“We have a plot, plans for 
our building. Since we're at the 
point where we can advance, let 
us go ahead,” said Bresnahan. 

Saying the youth are “on 
their way,” Bresnahan is still 
concerned that it will be five or 
more years before a youth cen- 
ter could become a reality. 

“It would be nice to have that 
(senior center) in place,” she 
said. 

She has collected signatures 
for a Special Town Meeting 
petition to vote again on the 
senior center, but will wait until 
to deliver the petition to the 
town so the meeting can be held 
in the fall. She wants the second 
vote to take place on a Saturday 
afternoon, during daylight 
hours, to allow as many seniors 
as possible to attend. 

Selectman Chairman Ted 
Teichert asked Bresnahan to 
attend the next selectman’s 
meeting on June 29, where the 
agenda will focus on what kind 
of center — youth, senior or com- 
munity — Andover should have. 


Selectmen 
to ponder 
next step 


Selectmen plan to hold a 
special meeting next Wednes- 
day to discuss how they 
believe Andover should pro- 
ceed in its pursuit of senior, 
youth or community centers. 

“It’s more about us, the 
board, talking about where 
we want to go from here,” 
said Chairman Ted Teichert. 
“We want to see if there's 
concensus and where we can 
go from that point.” 

Separately and without 
success so far, senior-citizen 
and youth groups actively 
have pursued building their 

| own centers for more than a 
_ decade each. Concrete plans 
have been created for each 
center, with current plans 
detailing the layout of a pub- 
licly funded downtown senior 
center and a privately funded 
West Andover youth center. 
Periodically during this 
ume, the idea of pursuing one 
community center to serve all 
| ages also has been suggested. 
| But no community center 
plan has ever been formed.

School evacuated after ‘bomb scare’ note

Doherty Middle School was 
evacuated as a precaution after 
the words “bomb threat” were 
found written on a boys bath- 
room wall last Friday, June 17. 

The evacuation occurred 
after a student reported to a 
teacher he had seen a suspicious 
message. Principal Floyd 
McManus, who ts retiring on 
June 30 after 14 years at the 
school, said the small script 
message read, “bomb threat.” 
Phe school’s crisis team helped

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McManus evacuate students, 
while the police and fire depart- 
ments were called just after 
12:15 p.m. The building was 
searched and nothing was 
found, so students and staffers 
returned, said McManus. 

He said he was “skeptical” 
that the threat was real. 

“The words were so small 
and it was so vague,” he said. 

McManus later learned that a 
student had seen the words a few 
days earlier but did not report it 
because the lettering was so 


small and difficult to read. 

McManus said no one has 
been charged with writing the 
threat, although he considers the 
act “serious.” 

In a letter to parents, 
McManus wrote, “Some stu- 
dents obviously do not realize 
that actions of this kind can 
result in very severe conse- 
quences for the student or stu- 
dents involved. Please discuss 
with your child that any threat is 
taken seriously and will be fully 
investigated.”

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Andover science firm wins EPA grant

Physical Sciences Inc. of 
Andover has received $225,000 
through a federal grant program 
to develop a monitor that will 
continually measure airborne 
metals produced at large-scale 
pollution sources such as incin- 
erators and power plants. 

Amy Bauer, principal 
research scientist at Physical 
Sciences, said the grant - 
awarded by the US Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
through a program recognizing 
innovative work at smaller busi- 
nesses — is key to the company’s 
progress with the metals mon- 
itor. It also demonstrates the 
pollution agency’s desire to 
better monitor potential haz- 
ards to air quality, she said. 

“This type of instrument is 
pretty critical to the EPA con- 
trolling these emissions,” she 


said, 

Bauer said Physical Sciences 
already has developed ways to 
detect lead, chromium and cad- 
mium in airborne particles 
and the company now is 
developing methods to identify 
other harmful materials such as 
arsenic and selenium as well. 

The monitor works by mea- 
suring the reflected light emitted 
after source emissions are 
exposed to a specialized form 
of ionized gas. Some metals 
such as lead emit light back in 
the visible range; others such as 
arsenic bounce back light in the 
deep ultraviolet range. 

“The instrument will help 
large air pollution sources ... 
meet their EPA obligations to 
monitor and report their emis- 
sions,” Bauer said, adding the 
monitor would operate in real 
time and improve over current 


methods, “a technique that is 
slow, labor intensive and not 
amenable to automation." 

The grant - awarded 
through the EPA’s Small Busi- 
ness Innovation Research pro- 
gram — was announced this 
week by US Rep. Marty Mee- 
han, D-Lowell. 

Physical Sciences was cho- 
sen from among 37 applicants 
across the country for the grant, 
Meehan’s office said. 

PSI employs 129 people in 
Andover. The privately-held 
company posted a 10-percent 
jump in sales last year, rising to 
$33 million. In the last 32 years, 
the company has received 
more than $250 million in gov- 
ernment grants, funding com- 
mercialization research into 
everything from space-ready 
polymers to medical devices 
that monitor the human retina.

* Report any name change to 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion, so names and social securi- 
ty numbers will match when 
they file their next tax return. 


* Report any address change 
to the US Postal Service, which 
will forward mail and let the IRS 
know. People can also notify the 
IRS directly by filing Form 
8822, Change of Address. 

* Consider whether they will 
file joint or separate returns. 

* People buying a home 
should find out which expenses 
might be deductible and which 
are not.

thirds of the seniors who are 
receiving Social Security bene- 
fits rely on the funds for a 
majority of their income. Mee- 
han suggested politicians “take 
privatization off the table” and 
work in the spirit of Ronald 
Reagan and Tip O'Neill to find 
a bipartisan solution to strength- 
en Social Security. 

“The only secure system is 
the one that doesn’t gamble your 
retirement on whether the stock 
market is up or down when 
you're about to retire,” said 
Meehan during his speech. 

Meehan dismisses the presi- 
dent’s gloomy picture of the 
program’s future. According to 
figures provided by the Con- 
gressional Budget Office, if the 
country takes no action for 
reform, Social Security will pay 
out 100 percent of benefits until 
2052 and 78 percent of benefits 
until 2075, he said. 

A recent statement by.Social 
Security trustees said the pro- 
gram’s funds will only last until 
2041. But those six trustees 
were all appointed by the presi- 
dent and support the privatiza- 


tion program, said Meehan. 

“There are challenges, but it’s 
not a crisis,” he said. 

Meehan said he is more con- 
cerned about issues not at the 
top of the president’s agenda, 
including affordable health care 
and Medicare.

who backed deregulation. 

“Deregulation created Enron, 
it created the blackouts. It 
changed our national parks, 
which were supposed to be pre- 
served forever,” said Potvin. 
“Don’t trust people if you've 
been burned before.” 

Social Security taxes put into 
private accounts would limit the 
fund’s ability to pay out current 
benefits, argued Meehan, adding 
that Bush’s plan would actually 
cause benefits to be depleted

The plan 
itself would not change, but 
Bresnahan says there will be 
several differences in how the 
plan is presented.

First, Bresnahan says, sup- 
porters will be able to give a 
complete presentation of the 
plan, which did not happen in 
April.

While most voters 
did not hear that the Wood fam- 
ily trust would donate $800,000 
to the senior center cause until it 
was announced on the floor of 
April Town Meeting, this infor- 
mation would be well known by 
next fall, potentially influencing 
votes.

he current plan for a youth center calls for 

a private group, the Andover Youth Foun- 

dation, to build a new center off Ledge 

Road in West Andover. Once the facility is built, 

it would be turned over to Andover and become 
a town-operated center. 

The foundation has raised about $3.2 million, 
less than it needs to build the center it designed, 
and fund-raising has slowed. The current deal 
between the town and AYF calls for AYF to 
break ground by June 2006. Foundation Presi- 
dent Larry Larsen says the group should be able 
to meet this deadline by altering its plan and 
eliminating a large room such as the planned 
gymnasium. 

However, Larsen recently told selectmen AYF 
would be willing to delay construction if select- 
men were interested in Andover pursuing the 
idea of a community center. Larsen said he 
believes the money raised for a youth center 
could be used to help build a community center. 
Most youth center supporters also admit they 
would prefer to see a youth center in the down- 
town area, if space was made available. The sug- 
gestion of delaying the youth center effort to see 
if a community center is a viable idea has 
prompted the June 29 selectmen’s meeting 
aimed at discussing the future path for Andover 
centers. 

One of the issues with the current youth cen- 
ter plan is that developer Yvon Cormier has 
bought the naming rights to the facility with a 
donation of $1.5 million. If this money was to be 
used for a community center, Larsen says the 
youth component would still need to be named 
for Cormier’s family.

When asked why he was join- 
ing 15 of his fellow eighth- 
graders on a 50-mile, round-trip 
bike trek from Andover to Salis- 
bury Beach Saturday, Eli Grober 
summed it up this way. 

“Because we have no life,” he 
said. 

That wasn’t exactly the expla- 
nation West Middle School 
gymnastics coach Stephen Sirois 
used when organizing the junket 
a few weeks back. But it does 
get to the heart of a problem 
many teens face when they look 
for something to do and find 
nothing. 

“It’s all about giving kids an 
adventure,” Sirois said. “At this 
age, they need an adventure. At 
this age, they are always so 
excited, they always want to do 
things, they want to try things.” 

But it’s not always the nght 
things, which also is a reason 
Sirois organized the trip. Grober 
and his schoolmates are heading 


to high school, that threshold to 
adulthood that comes complete 
with temptations like smoking, 
drinking and drugs. 


They are just another form of 


adventure, Sirois said. The trick 
for kids is knowing which to 
choose, and the trick for their 
parents is giving them a choice, 
he said. “No one is born a ciga- 
rette smoker; it’s the adventure 
that lures kids to smoke,” he 
said. “Buying the cigarettes and 
hiding them. Keeping the smell 
off your breath. It’s all an adven- 
ture.” 

So, Sirois suggested another 
adventure to his son, Jeff, 14. A 
bike trip. Not a pedal across 
town, a trek across the Merri- 
mack Valley. 

Jeff loved the idea and was 
soon signing up his classmates 
as his father made preparations. 
Andover Safety Officer Robert 
Cronin gave the kids a tutorial on 
bike safety Thursday and the 
group pushed off from the police

station at 9 a.m. Saturday. 

Before the kids departed, ner- 
vous parents adjusted helmet 
straps and Sirois topped off the 
tires with a bicycle pump. The 
kids joked back and forth about 
their pending mission and it was 
clear that Sirois’ logic, while not 
apparent, was not completely 
lost on them either. 

“The adventure is hoping to 
make it there,” said Matt Murray, 
14. “I’ve biked to school, maybe 
18 or 20 miles before, but never 
50.” 

“T think it will be fun,” added 
Justin Martin, 15. “We're going 
out boys and we're coming back 
men.” 

“It pushes the kids to let them 
think on their own and be 
responsible,” said Charlie 
Miceli, whose 13-year-old son 
Gianni signed up for the trek. 
“They have to be responsible, 
and focused out there. Plus it 
brings a bunch of kids together 
for a mission.”

the minds of a lot of people on 
the committee, along with 
improved traffic flow and com- 
pliance with Americans with 
Disabilities Act,” said Clifford 
Markell, Main Street Commit- 
tee chairman. “Along with all 
that, was the chance to improve 
the aesthetics of the area.” 
Selectmen approved pro- 
posed changes to the Andover 
traffic rules on Monday night, 
following a presentation by 
Andover resident David Gian- 
grande, president of Design 
Consultants Inc. of Somerville, 


| the firm responsible for the pro- 
| ject. 


The plan includes reversing 


| the flow of traffic on Post Office 


Avenue, a one-way street. In 


_ addition to traffic changes, the 


project includes adding cobble- 


| stones, upgraded benches and 


lampposts fashioned to resemble 
gas lanterns. There will also be 


| new traffic signals, sidewalks, 
| handicapped accessibility, signs, 


street lights and curbs. 
The town manager has signed 
the plan, and any future changes 


| that Andover proposes will first 
| need to be approved by Mass 


Highway. 
Markell said that, although 
the project plans have been com- 


| plete for some time, the town has 


been waiting for Mass Highway 
to come up with the funds to 
begin construction for at least 
three years. “There was no 
money to fund it from the state,” 


he said. 

The state will contribute 
approximately $2.5 million to 
the project, based on inflation 
,Said Markell, and the town has 
contributed $573,500. 

State funding is allocated on 
the basis of the fiscal calendar 
and if all goes well, said 
Markell, Mass Highway should 
be putting the project out for bid 
this fall. Giangrande forecasts 
that construction with begin in 
the spring of 2006. 

Giangrande, according to 
Markell, is the driving force 
behind the project. Markell said 
Giangrande spearheaded the 
Main Street project for the town, 
working with the state to get the 
grant money.

“It’s going to be a really good 
project for the town. It'll 
enhance the area tremendously,” 
said Gammie. 

The Main Street Committee 
will continue its work with the 
project, said Markell. Although 
members are done with the 
review process, “we'll act as a 
resource to Buzz to communi- 
cate with businesses in the cen- 
tral business district” as the pro- 
ject progresses. 

According to Markell, 
between one-third and one-half 
of the project funds are being 
spent on updated and improved 
timed traffic signals aimed at 
improving the flow of traffic 
through town.

| T WAS A PERFORMANCE by young kids 
| about flowers. There was the oh-so- 
happy Morning Gloria on stage along- 
side Snap Dragon who was just plain 
snappy, impatiently telling her friends in the 
garden to hurry up and grow faster. 

Two boys were weed characters who 
thought the coast was clear and so they 
started growing — until they got caught in a 
rake. 

By now, parents in the audience are 
laughing — and Andover director Penny 
Kohut is raking in another successful show. 
Hers is an entertaining style where her audi- 
ence of parents have the most laughs. 

She manages a Lawrence-based stage 
company on Island Street called Acting 
Out! Theater Workshop. She runs it with 
two others — Linda Schoonmaker and Jeff 
Workman, both of North Andover. 

The company has adult actors who per- 
formed Neil Simon's Plaza Suite earlier this 
month. 

“A hilarious comedy — what else?” is 
what this funny lady said about that show, 
which she directed. 

But it’s a kid’s focus that drives her as 
she likes to write very funny, short shows 
accompanied by gimmicky lyrics, while 
young actors — between the ages of 5 and 13 
- do the performing. The kids often don’t 
get the humor, but the parents sure do. And 

| that’s what is unique about the style. Kohut- 
directed shows never forget the parents in 
the audience. 

She also performs a musical show for 
kids called “Desperate Parents” and she has 

| been at several local public libraries, includ- 
| ing Memorial Hall Library. Word of her tal- 
| ent certainly got around in Stoneham as res- 
ident and former Olympic skater Nancy 
Kerrigan hired her to sing and perform at 
| her son’s birthday party. 
“I was in front of like 300 people when | 
| appeared in Medford and — let’s face it — I 
| know no adult was paying attention... but 
my show is a break for them because | 
entertain their kids so they can schmooze or 
laugh — and that’s fine with me,” says this 
bubbly and very energetic Andover mother 
of a 7-year-old. 

She’s got a once-a-month gig at 
Andover’s Senior Center where she sings a 
lot of Broadway tunes as she takes folks for 
a stroll down memory lane. 

Kohut is a professional singer and 
accomplished actress who has appeared 
locally with the Pentucket Players. She 
graduated from New York University, 
| where she studied cabaret theater. But she 
knew jobs in that field were scarce so she 
switched to business. 

Her plan was to sensibly launch some 
sort of music-based business that she 
enjoyed. And she has.

The cou- 
ple’s daughter was settled nicely in Andover 
while Kohut’s acting studio in Lawrence 
was blossoming. 

“I love what I do,” she said, so this cou- 
ple sees each other on weekends for the 
time being. 

“It’s tough; no doubt about it,” she says 
of the commuting marriage. 

That’s when a good laugh can help, so 
she writes funny shows with rhymes and 
lots of G-rated silly humor that gets all those 
coffee-sipping moms at her shows laughing.

ATERSHIP DOWN is the story of a group of

Bach said. “There really is an issue of equity here.” 

In the end, the committee decided that it is more 
important to allow the schools to move ahead with hir- 
ing, since the need is so eVident. 

“It seems to me that this is the time,” said School 
Committee member Dick Collins. “We have to act.” 

One of the full-time positions is covered with money 
in a contingency plan created for this purpose. The 
School Committee does not know how it will cover the 
cost of the other two positions. 

School Committee Chairwoman Debra Silberstein 
said she wants to make it Clear to other town boards and 
the community that they did not “find money” to pay for 
this. They will have to take money out of another part of 
their budget to pay the new teachers. 

It is unclear how much it will cost to pay for the posi- 
tions. If the system hires a teacher with fewer than three 
years of experience it wilJ cost about $50,000 a teacher, 
including benefit payments. 

Last September, the School Committee similarly 
voted to hire one extra teacher and two assistants when 
class sizes at Bancroft and West elementary schools 
approached the size limits School policy recommends.

Andover Historical Society 
honors longtime volunteer

T= ANDOVER HIsToRICAL SOCIETY recently held its 
annual volunteer appreciation luncheon at The Four 
Winds, the Greater Lawrence Technical School's 

restaurant. More than 35 volunteers enjoyed a buffet, from 

Italian wedding soup to pastry-covered baked apples. 

Elaine Clements, executive director, acknowledged the 
volunteers for their dedication and commitments of time. A 
certificate of appreciation was presented to Margaret 
Roberts. 

Roberts has been a volunteering member since 1975, 
when she started as a tour guide at the Amos Blanchard 
House. She recalls that membership was by invitation at that 
time, with the society’s atmosphere more like that of a club 
with various seminars offered to its members. The Historical 
Society has changed a great deal since that time. 

Roberts has enjoyed being a part of the society, as her 
family has deep roots in Andover. She is part of the third 
generation of her family born here, and fifth as residents. 

Roberts attended Punchard High School, then graduated 
from Simmons College, majoring in science. Various jobs 
(such as working on visual speech for the government’s Pro- 
ject ECHO) took her away from Andover for a while, but 
she eventually returned to marry and build a home on Pine 
Street. Having a strong interest in art and history, it was nat- 
ural for her to join the society, she says. Roberts didn’t just 
join, though; she has invested countless hours in the collec- 
tions department: cataloging, researching, and storing many 
items donated to the society. 

She stays the course and has the patience to dig until the 
whole story can be uncovered about an artifact. 

Two summers were spent working in the barn classifying 
tin ware, while her longest assignment — requiring more 
than five years — was to cataloge and store more than 1,500 
items from the architect Addison LeBoutillier’s collection of 
sketches and watercolors. 

Because she believes in sharing the collections with the 
public, Roberts has worked on nearly every exhibit for the 
past 25 years. Her favorite research project has been on the 
origin of valentines, interpreting the society’s collection of 
these cards. 

What makes Roberts special is not just her volunteerism 
at the society but her concern and helping hand for the com- 
munity at large. She also spends time as the historian at 
West Parish Church. As a member of its Women’s Evening 
Circle, she dresses Teddy bears to give to the police and fire 
departments for children in traumatic situations. 

She’s also a strong believer in education for women and 
supports this conviction by being an active Simmons Col- 
lege alumna and taking part in discussion groups at North- 
erm Essex Community College. 

The Andover Historical Society and the town of Andover 
have benefited greatly from this very special and caring vol- 


unteer.

It's a picture-perfect scene as the train makes a stop in front of the garden’s cascading waterfall. 
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The Andover Historical Soci- 
ety hosted its fifth garden tour 
last Saturday, June 18. The tours 
raise money for the group, 
which charged $20 for advance 
tickets and $25 on Saturday. The 
event is held every other year. 

“It’s a popular event,” said 
Elaine Clements, director of the 
Society. “Laura Williams (a His- 
torical Society volunteer from 
town) went above and beyond. 
She organized the event and 
worked with these great people 
who were willing to open up 
their gardens to the public.” 

The eight gardens reflected 
different types of Andover liv- 
ing. While the house styles were 
varied, all the homeowners 
clearly shared a passion for gar- 
dening.

Uniting Jewish women 


Jawitz’s Hadassah contributions are making a difference

HEN JOANNE 
Jawitz fled 
the violence 


of her native South 
Africa and moved to 
America 18 years ago, 
she could have lived a 
quiet life of relaxation. 
Instead, she volunteers 
her time and energies to 
Hadassah, a Jewish- 
American organization 
that supports Hadassah 
Hospital in Israel. 

The Hadassah Med- 
ical Organization has 
been nominated for a 
Nobel Peace Prize this 
year. 

Jawitz, an Andover 
resident, has been rec- 
ognized as a Woman of 
the Year by the South- 
ern Merrimack Valley 
Chapter of Hadassah. 
The award was present- 
ed recently at the 
Northern New England 
Region of Hadassah 
2005 Gala Banquet. 

“Hadassah is a great 
vehicle for me to make 
a difference,” says 
Jawitz, who has raised 
both money and mem- 
bership for her chapter, 
which covers the com- 
munities of Andover, 
North Andover, Read- 
ing, Tewksbury and 
Chelmsford. 

Jawitz and her husband, Mark, both orig- 
inally hail from South Africa. They were 
raised in traditional Jewish families and 
moved from Stoneham to Andover in 1995 
because of Andover’s large Jewish popula- 
tion. 

Mark Jawitz, a veterinarian, owns the 
Stoneham Animal Hospital. 

The couple and their 14-year-old daughter,

DJ, make their home near Andover Country 
Club with their two pug dogs, Percy and Petu- 
nia. Their home is filled with South African 
art and most doorways are adorned with a 
mezuzah, a traditional Jewish blessing placed 
in doorways of the home. 

As chapter membership vice president 
and donor chairwoman, Joanne Jawitz has 
helped to increase the local membership to 
more than 650 people. 


Ninety-five percent of the money raised 
goes directly to Israel, she says, and the 
remainder is spent on local organization 
mailings and administration. 

One of Jawitz’s fund-raising ideas was to 
open her home for an evening and create a 
boutique, bringing together local 
craftswomen to sell their wares. 

Jawitz says she’s a proponent of promot- 
ing small businesses, including entrepre- 
neurs who sell jeans, jewelry, leather cloth- 
ing and evening bags. 

“For me, Hadassah is a great way for me 
to use my marketing skills, people skills and 
networking to meet various people,” she 
Says. 

Jawitz’s involvement with the group 
began after viewing a Hadassah Hospital 
video featuring a young Israeli woman in an 
emergency room with the clock mechanism 
from a car bomb lodged in her throat. 

The hospital does not discriminate 
among its Arab, Palestinian and Israeli 
patients — one of the reasons for its Peace 
Prize nomination. 

Jawitz’s Hadassah contributions have 
earned her the designation of a “keeper of 
the gate” and her name is inscribed on the 
hospital's wall. 

Jawitz describes the group as a sisterhood 
that brings many diverse women together 
for a common cause. “We can unite Jewish 
women. We all have a cause, which is 
Israel,” she says. 

“I’ve been able to meet with women in 
their 60s and 70s who I wouldn't have met 
before,” says Jawitz. She calls the group an 
extended family and “a wonderful support 
system.” 

Although Hadassah has traditionally 
been the domain of older women, Jawitz’s 
chapter is trying to expand the group's net- 
work by including activities for younger 
women and children. 

The group is planning a family fund-rais- 
ing outing to the Lowell Spinners baseball 
game in August. 

Jawitz also plans to work with local Jew- 
ish realtors to create welcome kits for new 
Jewish Andover residents to include local 
temple, pediatrician and other information. 


Andover Cycles is a new 
recreational cycling group with 
rides in the Andover area.

Life is pretty quiet in Carlisle, Eng- 
land these days. It hasn't always been 
that way. 

Carlisle is on the border between 
England and Scotland. Today, those 
two lands, along with Wales, make up 
Great Britain. 

England and Scotland used to be 
enemies, and because of that, Carlisle 
Castle was built 

For 1600 years, the two countries 
fought for contro! of the town. De- 
pending on who won the last battle, 
the town served as a defense for the 
northern part of England or the 
southern part of Scotland. 

Today the castle's only invaders 
are tourists, Its history is even older 
than England. 

The name Carlisle comes from the 
Celtic word for camp, or “caer." The 
Romans built a military station in what 
would become Carlisle. It was just 
south of a wall built by the Emperor 
Hadrian. The wall was the northern- 
most outpost of the vast Roman Em- 
pire. 

Hadrian's Wall was constructed 
across the narrowest section of the 
island in an attempt to keep invaders 
from the north from entering the 
Roman Empire. Scientists have found 
artifacts like money, weapons and 
pottery owned by Roman soldiers on 
the castle grounds. 

The oldest building on the site to- 
day is a stone keep built in 1122 by 
Henry I of England. A "keep" is the 
central stronghold of a fortress or 
castle, It is the original heart of the 
castle. The keep has been used for 
many purposes. King David I used it 
as his palace. It has also served as a 
military barracks, an armory, a stor- 
age building and a prison. 

During the region's many conflicts, 
prisoners would sometimes be sent to 
the Carlisle's keep. Mary Queen of 
Scots was briefly imprisoned there 
in 1568. 

She was locked away ina comfort-

In the castle dungeon it is possible 
to see where prisoners licked the 
stone walls to get moisture in their 
bodies. 

Carlisle Castle is built on top of a 
hill in the town of Carlisle. It is sur- 
rounded by a thick stone wall. To en- 
ter, you walk through a long stone 
tunnel and you can see where there 
used to be a draw bride and a port- 
cullis, or iron gate that could be 
raised and lowered. 

The windows are narrow so the 
soldiers inside were smaller targets

School Committee’s David Samuels: 


Teachers’ decision ‘a grenade’ 


AHS teachers not taking stipend to teach extra course 


By Dorian Block 

School Committee members 
say the teachers’ union is telling 
Andover High School teachers not 
to teach extra courses, leaving the 
district in a financial bind. 

The union denies the charge. 

The School Committee esti- 
mates just a “handful” — at most, 
three high school teachers — have 
volunteered to teach an extra 82- 
minute course during the fall 
semester for a $4,000 stipend. 
Based on the new contract signed 
in February, the School Committee 
had planned on 40 teachers taking 
on extra courses, an option built 
into the teacher's contract settle- 
ment so the district could afford 
the 9.29 percent raise given to 
teachers over three years. 

If teachers are not interested, 
the School Committee also has the 
option of hiring retirees to teach 
courses for $4,000. Last month, 
Rebecca Martinez, an assistant in 
the human resources department, 
said 29 retirees applied to teach the 
courses. Tuesday night, Superin- 
tendent Claudia Bach and the 
School Committee said there were 
fewer than a dozen applicants. 

Committee member David 
Samuels said teachers have told

him they are interested in teaching 
the extra course but have been dis- 
suaded by union leadership. 

“We've been bamboozled,” 
Samuels said. “They want to step 
up to the plate and have been dis- 
couraged from doing so. They've 
been told it would appear in the 
next round of negotiations that all 
the teachers should be teaching a 
heavier course load.” 

Teachers currently teach three 
82-minute blocks one semester and 
two 82-minutes blocks the next 
semester. During negotiations, the 
School Committee argued that if 
teachers could do it one semester, 
they could do it both. They also 
said teachers in a majority of other 
districts with similar schedules 
taught three classes each semester. 
The School Committee planned to 
save money by losing positions to 
attrition and filling them with the 
individual $4,000 classes. 

Union President Thomas Mey- 
ers said he personally thinks teach- 
ing an extra course is “educational- 
ly unsound” — an opinion he 
expressed during negotiations — 
but that other teachers are free to 
do what they want to do. 

“We have not tried to dissuade 
it. We formally endorsed it. It was

voted on by the membership. The 
contract is signed,” Meyers said. 

But the lack of volunteers 
leaves the high school short-staffed 
for next year and the School Com- 
mittee without money to hire five 
new teachers. 

“This throws a grenade in the 
rebuilding process,” Samuels said. 
“I’m just so losing sleep over this. 
Especially when the answer is in 
front of our face and we're being 
teased.” 

Samuels said he would knock 
on doors himself to convince 
teachers to take on the extra 
course. 

School Committee Chair- 
woman Deb Silberstein said she 
does not believe this will be 
resolved by the fall, but that teach- 
ers will ease into the option in 
future years. She suggested teach- 
ers close to retirement might want 
to take on the extra course to raise 
their post-retirement pay, and that 
younger teachers with lower 
salaries could use an extra $4,000. 

Teachers will have to volunteer 
to teach the courses or the School 
Committee will need to find 
money from elsewhere in the bud- 
get over the summer to pay for the 
needed teachers.

No ‘rest home’ for the aged 


Back before my 
memory there were 
institutions called 
“homes for aged peo- 
ple.” 

These were places 
where the elderly who 
were poor spent their 
last years. The old 
folks’ home in 
Andover was on 
Carmel Road, near the 
entrance to Carmel 
Woods, on the left 
before you take the steep curve downhill. 

Several years ago, I came across a vintage 
sign titled, “ANDOVER HOME FOR 
AGED PEOPLE RULES AND REGULA- 
TIONS.” On it were several simple rules. 
They were shockingly draconian. 

The first rule said: “The matron’s orders 
in all matters relating to the domestic gov- 
ernment of the Home must be observed by 
all the inmates.” 

The Home was not a democracy; the 
matron was boss. And, uh-ohh, the old folks 
were called “inmates.” Gee, wouldn’t it 
make you a bit nervous if your favorite Aunt 
Tilly became an “inmate”? 

The next rule required the inmates to per- 
form “duties” required by the matron and 
“render all the service they can for the bene- 
fit of the home.” No elderly shirkers allowed. 
This was not a resort, and if you thought that 
Aunt Tilly’s remaining years were going to 
be spent in a “rest” home, scratch that idea, 
Bucko. 

In rules three and four, inmate “visits to 
fellow inmates were left to the discretion of 
the matron” and inmates were allowed “no 
intoxicating liquors ... except under the 
direction of the matron or physician.” I guess 


keg parties were out of the question. No Ani- 
mal House here; even visiting your fellow 
inmates required the matron’s permission. 

And this thing about no intoxicating 
liquors bothers me the most. Your Aunt Tilly 
is old, maybe infirm; she has chores; she 
can’t see her fellow inmates; and now, for 
crying out loud, she can’t have a wee drop or 
two. 

Another rule allows outside visitors for 
only three hours a week, on Wednesday 
afternoons, unless the matron granted an 
exception. Now just a second, the Birdman 
of Alcatraz had more visitation rights than 
Aunt Tilly. 

And who the heck can visit on Wednes- 
days? What is wrong with weekends? 

Which gets us to the last rule. Aunt Tilly 
had an appeal process in the event she had a 
grievance: she was allowed to complain to 
the Board of Managers in writing after first 
“addressing the problem to the matron.” 

Those grievance meetings with the 
matron probably weren't tea parties. Your 
tiny, trembling Aunt Tilly, without that wee 
drop in her tummy, approaches the matron 
with a complaint about how the matron is 
running things. Good chance that’s going to 
work out well for good old Tilly. 

Boy-oh-boy, the rules were harsh, but we 
should remember that this was in a different 
era, an era before government programs like 
Social Security or Medicare. The inmates 
were people without the means to take care 
of themselves or family who would take 
them in. The Andover Home for Aged Peo- 
ple was a safety net — nothing more, nothing 
less.
